The Chinese breed and feed pigs 
well. Their pork is excellent; they either roast 
it, to be afterwards cut up and eaten as a stew, 
soon after it is ered, or champoed, as they 
call it, that is, part ied i 
the air; the warmth of the climate preventing its 
keeping long in_a fresh state. 

China is not an inclosed country, having no 
convenience ef emning enaemt by the tether, and 
that but seldom seen. In the southern provinces 
there are but few horses and oxen,and fewer shee 
The more profitable live stock, of fish, pigs, d 
and geese, furnish their larders to eat with their 
rice, which serves them for breads and numerous 
canals, which render. beasts of draught, wheel car- 
riages, high roads and even unnecessary, 
and at the same time yield esculent roots (the wa- 
ter lilly) and fish in abundance, and moreover safe 
and easy conveyance from place to » recon- 
cile the Chinese nation to the want of costly hor- 
ses, Carriages, and all the other paraphernalia of 
European luxury. 


Brotuer Jonatuan. I know your great an- 
tipathy to every thing new, or in the least savoring 
of improvement in agriculture—therefore I shall 
venture on the present subject with but little con- 
fidence of rousing your attention—for the subject 
is improvement.

The Incombustible Spaniard. Martinez, the 
incombustible Spaniard, . ne aoe a made his 
ised a at the Brighton Te on 
the 10th of February, but the house was not very 
numerously attended. The oven was well con- 
structed, and occupied a space directly in the cen- 
tre of the stage with the mouth of it towards the 
pit. The of heating it, which gave agen- 
tle glow to the whole house, being completed, 
Martinez made his appearance, habited in a large 
woollen great coat, trowsers and a large cap,which 
was pulled down over his ears, sometimes below 
his eyes, but never hiding any other part of the 
face. ‘The heat of the oven, by Farenheit’s ther- 
mometer, having been ascertuined to be 240 de- 
grees (about a fourth hotter than boiling water,) 
the Spaniard fearlessly let himselfinto the scorch- 
ing cavity, and seating himselfon a stool not far 
from the centre, remained there nearly five min- 
utes, amusing himself by singing, and holding on 
his head a tin of cakes, made from dough, and 
which were pretty well baked during the period 
mentioned. -On leaving the oven, the upper cout 
of the Spaniard was blackened generally, and 
crumbled at the touch to cinders. His » at 
this time, was examined by Dr. King, und found 
to have risen to 216. He did not seem exhaust- 
ed, but perspired profusely. Seating himself, 
he renrained onthe stage about a quarter of an 
hour, during which time additional fuel was con- 
sumed in the oven, the heat of which having been 
raised to 260 degrees of Farenheit, he aguin en- 
tered it as fearlessly as before, frequently calling 
out he was comfortable, and pleased with his sit- 
uation. . He rensained in the oven this time two 
or three minutes: than before, during which 
he.drank a bottle of wine; but an omelet which 
was frying in a vessel on his head, was by an ac- 
cident nearly destroyed. His appearunce on a- 
gain leaving the oven was similar to that previ- 
ously stated. In about wry, becmeame no addi- 
tional fuel having been used, he returned into it, 
and its mouth, for a minute or two, was stopped. 
On removing the wooden door, by a combination 
of chemicals, which when unseen he had himself 
igniled, his whole figure appeared as red hot—an 
effect astounding and impressively terrible to be- 
hold ; the confined stench occasioned by it, if 
turned into-a small stable, it is said w have 
suffocated a horse. At the close of his third bak- 
ing he plunyed himself into a reservoir of cold wa- 
ter, sinking for e-short time, beneath its surface ; 
and subsequently, dripping like a mermaid, he 
rose from the fluid without assistance, and with a 
smile playing on his features made his final bow to 
the spectators.

: § Turkey they have a way of baying offices, at pleasure,— 
i and if they happen not to be vacant, of buying the heads 
7 a of the incumbents. On some accouats this is a pretty 
good fashion ; it prevents a man from fattening in a snug 
office, till he is stupid as a toad in a hole,—éad thea pro- 
bably tumbling over with apoplexy ; it keeps up the sys- 
tem of ‘ rotation in office’ admirably, —and infuses theele- 
ment of uncertainty so largely into all enjoyments and 
possessions, that they never pall upon the senses and lose 
their relish. But still it is a little irregular ;—and there- 
fore ‘they manage these things much better in France; 
or did before the revolution. There, all offices were for 
sale,—on a regular known price. A man was educated in 
’ expectation of a place, and bought it when he had « 
chiance,—just as one buys a salmon for dinner when he 
Gnds it in thé market. But one can’t get salmon till they 
are in the market, and in France one could not buy an of- 
fice till it was fairly vacattt,—vor then, unless the king, or 
his minister, or some subordinate tribunal were satisfied 
that he was tolerably competent to the discharge of its du- 
ties ;—but then he held the office as long as he lived aad 
remained fit for it. Now, in Tarkey they have a Mahom- 
etan despot, who issues from his Sublime Porte to do 
‘ just what he tikes with every body,—and the Catholic 
French bowed, knelt—grovelled—bvefore a “Grand Mon- 
arque,’ who was the nation. One would think we Protest- 
ant republicans would be the very antipodes of these Turks 
and Frenchmen,—but it is not s0,—by a good deal. We 
partake of the same nature, and by virtue thereof buy and 
2411 our offices,as much as they do. We do not often pay in 
money—thongh some offices are probably purchased ‘ part 
-eash, part dicker,'—and therein we differ most from both of 
our prototypes ; but in the manner of buying and selling, 
we resemble the Turks the most of the two. The prac- 
tice here, as in Turkey, ie not quite so universally ack- 
nowledged as it is followed,—though with the progress of 
things this resemblance is beginning to be done away.— 
€arthermore, the fact that an office is filled does not 
add much to its cost; when terms and conditions are set- 
tle, the getting rid of an incumbent isa matter ef small 
moment. Just so in Turkey ; only, having a touch of mer- 
cy in them, when about to make a man destitute an:i des 
perate, Ihey bowstring him. There, and here, a man that 
buys in, is exceeilingly liable tu be bought out,——we dare 
say they havea.word in Tarkish, exactly answering to our 
American word‘ Nortonize.’
